The run will be the 
largest and 
most impcrtant which bas ever come 
through Gettysburg and 
is expected 
to bring abt ut tour hundred people 
woo will spend the night 
here. The 
run arrives on the afternoon of Octo­ 
ber 26, leaving the fc Dowing morning. 
The read markers are traveling in 
a big 60 L.p. Alco car which is fully 
equipped with ladders and poles for 
mo'king the various toads over which 
the run is to extend. The car hgs gone 
over 60,000 railes aud looks little tho 
worse fi r wear, 
Signs a e being placed a half mile 
apart th’ en ii re distance 
from New 
York to Atlanta as well as at all cross 
road* and lures. 
It is not thought 
that any of the participants w ill ©n- 
couni'r t ouble in this way with the 
route so completely laid out. 
One of the road markers 
in discuss­ 
ing the roads 1*1 
ibis vicinity com­ 
plained bitterly of the one between 
here and New Oxford, over which the 
run will enter town

where they would be compelled to pay 
five cents a mile toll but claimed they 
did it will .agly xs the roads were kept 
in shape to justify such charges.

Pittsburg Jum ps Into Lead. 
Pittsburg jum ped Into the lead im­ 
m ediately by scoring five runs in the 
first inning. They batted Summers out 
of the box. aided by some poor field­ 
ing. 
A nother run in the second in­ 
ning gave Pittsburg a lead of 6 to 0, 
and th e game then appeared to be 
safe for the visitors. Detroit, however, 
cam e to the fore with one of the gam­ 
est rallies ever made and scored four 
runs In the seventh Inning, batting 
Maddox hard and playing like fiends. 
W ith the score 6 to I, Pittsburg con­ 
nected with some of W orks’ curves In 
the ninth for two runs. W ith the score 
8 to 4 against It, the Detroit team even 
then did not realize It was beaten and 
smashed out two more runs In the 
last Inning.

the federal prison at Atlanta, Ga. Af­ 
ter bavin* been a t liberty under $126.- 
OOO hall ainee June 17 last, he is back 
la the Tombs prison, where he contem­ 
plates 
the 
decision of the United 
States circuit court of appeals sus­ 
taining the Judgment of the lower fed­ 
eral court which found him guilty in 
November last of violating the nat- 
tional banking laws. 
There was solace In the decision of 
the court of appeals, however, in that 
only ten of the fifty-three indictments 
on which he was convicted were sus­ 
tained, and on the strength of this his 
counsel, Martin W. Littleton, will Im­ 
mediately carry the case before the 
United States supreme court on a writ 
of certiorari. To this end the United 
States court of appeals has granted a 
forty days' stay of 
execution, and 
pending a decision by the supreme 
court application will be made to have 
the prisoner again admitted to ball. 
Morse took the decision calmly, al­ 
though he was plainly grief stricken 
and perhaps surprised. 
Verdict Sustained by Proof. 
In rendering Its decision the United 
States circuit court of appeals said: 
"We fully realise the consequence# 
to the defendant which must follow an 
affirmance of this Judgment, and yet 
we cannot doubt that he was given a 
fair trial, and the verdict on the four­ 
teen counts was amply sustained by 
the proof. No unprejudiced person can 
read th# record without being convinc­ 
ed that by the defendant’s procure­ 
ment 
the 
bank (National Bank of 
North America) bought Its own stock 
and the stock of the ice securities 
company, and by his procurement the 
entries In the bank book and In the re­ 
ports of the comptroller aa to these 
transactions were ao arranged as to 
conceal the truth and to record trans­ 
actions which In reality never took 
place.**

She said that at the time of the 
murder Willis was not there, that she 
did not see him that night, and that 
he is an entire stranger tg her, but 
that at the time Cook entered the 
barn he had already been robbed, and 
that his trousers pocket was hanging 
out and his watch was gone. 
Willis was arrested in Baltimore, 
and the watch was found In his po* 
session 
and furnished one of the 
strongest clues against him. 
The girl adds that she had voluntar­ 
ily made the statem ent in the hope of 
saving an innocent man; otherwise 
she would not admit she was a party 
to the cowardly killing. She says she 
will not sit idly by and see the law 
claim the life of a man who it not 
guilty, and she believes she has done 
her duty. 
Vallee and the girl, it Is alleged, 
were trying to get Cook to pay them 
money to keep silent about an alleged 
entanglement with the girl.

The tomato vines may be connted 
on to produce fruit which in size will 
be in an inverse ratio to the number 
allowed to mature.

However, where the vines have been 
allowed to grow at will much can be 
done to increase the size of the fruit 
set as well as to basten maturity by 
cutting off a good share of the grow­ 
ing shoots with some kind of a sharp 
knife.
